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| SYN OPSIS: 
This report is in reference to a Bloodstain Pattern Ab which was conducted on 
December 3-4, 1996 and the week of June 23, 1997, by Crime Scene Technician (CST) 
Caudill. The analysis was conducted on physical evidence and photographs from the 
“Richard Wendorf, Naomi Green Homicide Investigation. 
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CRIME SCENE BACKGROUND: 


On- November 25, 1996 approximately 2300 hours, CST Caudill and 
other members of the Lake County Sheriff's office arrived at the 
residence at 24135 Greentree Lane, Eustis FL. for the purpose of 
processing the scene of a double homicide. Upon entering the 
family room of the residence the following was observed; 


On the south wall of the family room was a hall tree, TV (on), 
chair, and end table with lamp (on). On the west wall was a 
fireplace flanked by two windows. On the north wall was two book 
cases. In the center of the room was a love seat (running west to 
east) an end table at the east end of the love seat, and a couch 
(running north to south) on the south side of the.end table. There 


“was a coffee table parallel to and in front of the couch. 


On the couch was the body of Richard Wendorf. Head to the north 
and feet to the south. Face up. Left arm close to the body and 
bent at the elbow with the hand on the chest-area. The right arm 
was slightly out away from the body with ‘the hand ! close to the 
right hip. The legs were straight and together. : There was a small 
pocket knife with silver colored tips anda. black handle near the 
right foot. | 


There appeared ne several wounds on the a, front portion of 


' the victims head and face. The wounds were somewhat aligned. front 


to back as opposed to side to side. The wounds appeared as cuts 
approximately three inches in length, and were consistent with 
blunt force trauma in that skull fractures were visible. The 
cushion to the left of the victims head was soaked ìn blood as well 
as the cushion behind the victims head. 


There was a relatively small degree of blood spatter on the end 
table behind the victims head and on the floor to the east side or 
back of the couch. There was a void area east of the end table and 
north of the couch where little to no blood spatter was found. 


Looking through the pass-through counter to the east end of the 
kitchen the body of Naomi Green was visible. There were suspected 
blood drops seen on the floor trailed from the breakfast area to 
the point where the body lay. The victim was face down. 


The lower torso and legs were in the kìtchen and the upper torso 
and head lay in the floor of the dining room. Closer examination 
of the victim showed that there was severe trauma to the rear and 


' base of the head. There was also a large pool of congealed blood 
- around the head and upper torso. The damage was so severe that the 
inside of the skull cavity was visible. The right. arm was close to 


the body, elbow bent and the hand near the face. A cut was visible 
on the back of the right hand. The left arm was somewhat under the 
body and the hand was next to the head. 
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CRIME SCENE BACKGROUND con't; 


There were two partial shoe prints in suspected blood (zig-zag type 
pattern) near the right side of the victims upper ‘torso. There was 
a high degree of blood spatter present on the inside of the doorway 
between the kitchen and dining room and the west dining room wall. 

There was a bone fragment on top of a vacuum cleaner north of the 
victim against the dining room west wall. There was a dining room 


table and four chairs approximate center of the dining room. Under 


the table at the west side were two more bone fragments. 
DETAILS: 
TERMINOLOGY USED IN THIS REPORT: 


Point of origin - That location that blood is discharged from an 
object or person. 


Point of convergence - That area where lines drawn from spattered 
blood indicating directionality, converge. 


Spattered blood - A random distribution of small droplets of blood 
which are deposited on a target as a result of forceful impact. 


Target - The surface on which blood is deposited. 


Dropped blood - Freefalling drops of blood which produce individual 
spots. 


Splashed blood - Freefalling blood in excess of one drop, which 
falls upon itself. | 


Contact bloodstains - A bloodstain which results from the touching 
of a bloody object with a non bloody object. 


Medium velocity spatter - A bloodstain pattern consisting of 
individual spots which are predominately 1/8 inches or 3mm and 
larger in diameter. y 


Cast off - Blood which is flung from a meine object as a result of 
a change in speed or direction. 


EXAMINATION OF SCENE: 


On December 3-4, 1996 CST Caudill conducted a Bloodstain Pattern 
Analysis of the kitchen floor, kitchen/dining room doorway, the 
west wall of the dining room, sofa and the end table at the north 
end of the sofa in the family room as well as the blue housecoat 
from the female victin. 


On the week of June 23, 1997 CST Caudill conducted a Bloodstain 
Pattern Analysis of the above mentioned areas from appropriate 
crime scene photographs. 
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EXAMINATION OF SCENE con't; 
SOFA Ed 

The north end and northeast corner of the sofa displayed medium 
velocity spatters on the top edges and heavy contact bloodstains on 
the cushions. The primary analysis of this surface would be 
conducted from photographs. Eleven spatters were selected resulting 
in four (4) points of convergence with an average point of origin 
of 4 inches above the sofa, 


END TABLE 


The surface of the end table displayed several medium velocity 
blood spatters. Eight (8) spatters were selected to locate a point 
of convergence and point of origin. Two (2) points of convergence 
were located off the south edge of the end table at the north end 
of the sofa. The point of origin for both convergence’s was 
approximately 8.75 inches above the table top. 


KITCHEN FLOOR 


There were several blood spatters observed on the kitchen floor 
apparently trailing from the west side of the kitchen to the east 
side of the kitchen were the females body had laid. The first 
group of spatters selected appeared to be dropped blood, possibly 
castoff blood spatters near the kitchen/breakfast area doorway. 
The next group of blood spatter selected were near the center of 
the kitchen and appeared to be splashed blood, which would indicate 
that a person stood over this area momentarily while issuing blood 
allowing the blood spatters to drop upon itself. The third group 
of spatters appeared to be dropped blood, indicating movement and 
was located west of the female victims bare feet. Nearly all the 
spatters occurred at or near 90 degrees to the floor. South of the 
area occupied by the females upper torso were two contact 
bloodstains in the form of zig-zag type shoe prints. 


KITCHEN/DINING ROOM DOORWAY AND WEST WALL OF DINING ROOM 


These areas were targets for a high degree of medium velocity blood 
spatter. Several points of convergence and points of origin were 
established toward the center of the doorway and between 4 and 13 
1/2 inches into the dining room. Points of origin showed blows or 
impacts occurring at the following heights; 1 at 24 3/4 inches, 1 
at 19 1/2 inches, 1 at 18 inches, 1 at 12 inches, 2 at 8 1/2 inches 
and 2 at 7 1/2 inches above the dining room floor. 


BLUE HOUSECOAT 
The blue housecoat removed from the females body displayed several 


groups of blood spatters on the backand shoulders, The blood 
stains were observed to be traveling in a downward direction. 
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BLUE HOUSECOAT con't; 


There were three distinct angles of blood flow, which would 
indicate that victim had received a minimum of four blows or 
impacts to the back of the head while upright and moving. 


BLOODSTAIN PATTERN ANALYSIS BACKGROUND 


In acts of violence involving blunt trauma, the first impact or 
blow normally opens the skin which allows the blood to flow. The 
following impacts or blows cause the blood on the surface to be 
spattered onto nearby targets. 


CONCLUSION 


Thus the reconstruction of pertinent bloodstains as to their 
origin, direction of travel and targets indicate that the female 
victim was struck a minimum of 12 times in the back of the head. 
Four times while moving from the west end of kitchen to the east 
end, four times while falling to the floor in the kitchen / dining 
room doorway and four times while on the floor. The presence of 
the bloody shoe prints and absence of any medium velocity spatters 
to the rear of the female victim indicate that the assailant 
straddled the victim while delivering the final blows and acted as 
an intermediate target for any additional blood spatter. The 
congealed pool of blood surrounding the victims head indicated that 
the victim had laid in this position for sometime while issuing 
blood. 


The reconstruction of pertinent bloodstains as to their origin, 
direction of travel and targets indicate that the male victim was 
struck a minimum of seven times while laying on his back on the 
sofa, with little to no movement on his part. .The void area east of 
the end table and north of the north end of the sofa indicates that 
the assailant stood in location while delivering the blows to the 
victim acting as an intermediate target for any additional blood 
spatter. The contact stains on the cushions indicate that the 
victim had laid in this position for sometime while issuing blood.
